History 

At  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  basic  sciences  have 
historically  been  an  integral  part  of  the  curriculum  of  medi- 
cine, dentistry,  pharmacy,  nursing,  and  allied  health.  A  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  Deans  of  Medicine,  Dentistry,  Phar- 
macy, Nursing,  and  Graduate  Studies  established  policy  and 
procedures  for  the  teaching  of  basic  sciences  in  the  several 
professional  schools,  and  the  departments  were  administered 
by  the  School  of  Medicine.  In  1966,  by  action  of  the  MCV 
Board  of  Visitors,  a  separate  School  of  Basic  Sciences  and 
Graduate  Studies  was  established  and  a  dean  was  appointed 
as  administrative  head  of  the  School.  In  1974,  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  universit>-wide  graduate  program,  this  unit 
became  the  School  of  Basic  Sciences.  The  M.S.  and  Ph.D. 
programs  at  MCV,  previously  administered  by  the  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Basic  Sciences,  will  now  operate  under  rules 
and  procedures  established  by  the  University  Graduate 
Council.  The  graduate  programs  in  the  Ph.D. -granting  de- 
partments on  the  MCV  Campus,  including  the  eight  basic 
science  departments  plus  the  Departments  of  Pathology, 
Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,  and  Pharmacy  and  Pharma- 
ceutics, will  continue  to  offer  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  programs  in 
these  disciplines  under  a  committee  with  a  faculty  represen- 
tative from  each  of  the  II  departments,  with  the  Dean, 
School  of  Basic  Sciences,  serving  as  chairman. 

Objectives  of  the  School  of  Basic  Sciences 

The  primary  objective  of  the  School  of  Basic  Sciences, 
consisting  of  the  Departments  of  Anatomy,  Biochemistry, 
Biophysics,  Biostatistics,  Human  Genetics,  Microbiology, 
Pharmacology,  and  Physiology,  continues  to  be  the  instruc- 
tion of  students  in  medicine,  dentistry,  pharmacy,  nursing, 
and  allied  health  in  the  disciplines  represented  by  these 
departments.  Each  department  and  each  faculty  member  is 
also  expected  to  develop  an  active  research  program.  Results 
from  this  research  are  presented  at  state,  national,  and  inter- 


national meetings.  Other  academic  endeavors  such  as  text- 
book writing,  preparation  of  self-study  packages,  member- 
ship in  professional  societies,  NIH  review  committees,  and 
other  similar  efforts  are  encouraged.  By  developing  strong 
departments  with  a  good  balance  of  senior  faculty,  junior 
faculty,  postdoctoral  fellows,  and  predoctoral  graduate  assis- 
tants, we  have  been  able  to  meet  our  teaching  commitments 
to  the  large  numbers  of  health  professional  students,  to 
develop  strong  research  programs  which  attract  excellent 
grant  support,  and  to  provide  a  stimulating  environment  for 
the  education  of  future  physicians,  dentists,  pharmacists, 
nurses,  and  other  health  professionals. 

Progress  Over  the  Last  Decade 

Table  I  summarizes  some  of  the  developments  in  the 
School  of  Basic  Sciences  from  1966-67  through  1976-77.  The 
faculty  increased  from  57  to  124  FTE,  nine  of  whom  are

supported  by  Career  Development  Awards  from  the  NIH's  or 
national  foundations.  An  important  development  has  been 
the  change  from  the  service-type  faculty  meeting  their  teach- 
ing commitments  to  the  health  professional  schools  to  a 
strong  comprehensive  faculty,  many  with  national  and  inter- 
national reputations.  This  faculty  is  doing  a  better  job  of 
teaching  the  health  professional  students,  is  conducting  a  wide 
variety  of  research  programs,  and  is  training  highly  qual- 
ified Ph.D.  candidates.  A  major  benefit  from  this  program  has 
been  the  increasing  interest  of  our  health  professional  stu- 
dents, especially  the  medical  and  dental  students,  in  research 
projects.   Last  summer,  approximately  40  of  these  students 
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undertook  research  programs  in  the  basic  science  depart- 
ments. About  12  of  these  are  candidates  for  the  Ph.D.  degree 
concurrently  with  the  M.D.  or  D.D.S.  degree. 

Research  Grant  Support 

Over  this  last  decade,  the  state  budget  increased  from 
SI,  154, 630  to  33,368,834.  This  increase  parallels  the  increase 
in  student  enrollment  and  inflation.  The  outstanding  growth 
has  been  in  research  grant  support,  which  has  increased  from 
8153,354  in  1966  to  85,352,193  in  1976.  Table  2  shows  the 
total  dollar  value  of  the  research  grants,  training  grants, 
contracts,  and  other  non-state  support  awarded  to  each  de- 
partment. This  speaks  well  for  the  quality  of  our  faculty  and

for  the  research  which  they  are  conducting.  Practically  all  of 
these  grants  come  from  federal  agencies  or  national  founda- 
tions which  use  the  peer  review  system.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  rigid  reviews  which  our  faculty  members  periodically 
undergo.  These  research  programs  offer  an  excellent  environ- 
ment in  which  to  train  Ph.D.'s  in  the  biomedical  sciences. 
The  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  granted  have  shown  a  rapid 
growth  over  this  ten-year  span.  During  1961-65  an  average  of 
four  Ph.D.'s  were  awarded  each  year.  Ten  \ears  later  in  1971- 
75,  an  average  of  18  Ph.D.'s  were  awarded.  As  these  pro- 
grams expanded  in  the  late  1960's,  the  MCV  Graduate  Coun- 
cil was  instrumental  in  developing  M.S.  degree  programs  in 
nursing,  medical  technology,  and  physical  therapy  which  had 
not  previousK'  existed.  Clinical  and  basic  science  faculty 
members  routineK-  served  on  these  master's  degree  com- 
mittees during  the  formative  years  of  these  programs.  Over 
this  same  period  of  time,  there  has  been  a  significant  im- 
provement in  the  performance  of  our  medical  and  dental 
students  on  Part  1  of  their  respective  National  Board  exam- 
inations. 

In  summar\',  our  objective  has  been  to  develop  strong 
departments  with  a  good  balance  of  senior  faculty,  junior 
facult\',  postdoctoral  fellows,  and  predoctoral  trainees.  B)' 
developing  a  critical  mass  of  scholars,  we  find  these  depart- 
ments can  do  an  outstanding  job  of  teaching  the  professional 
students,  while  conducting  graduate  training  and  research 
programs.  They  played  an  important  role  in  quickly  estab- 
lishing VCU  as  a  comprehensive,  Ph.D. -granting  university. 

Physical  Facilities 

Physical  facilities  including  faculty  offices,  laboratories,  re- 
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search  equipment,  libraries,  animal  facilities,  and  instrument 
shops  necessary  for  the  education  programs  in  the  health 
professional  schools  are  also  available  for  these  graduate  pro- 
grams. Such  an  arrangement  proves  to  be  a  good  environ- 
ment for  Ph.D.  training  and  is  economicalK'  feasible  since  it 
avoids  the  excessively  high  cost  of  free-standing  graduate 
programs.  Under  these  conditions,  the  Ph.D.  trainee  is  defi- 
nitely an  asset,  and  not  a  liability,  in  the  education  and 
research  programs  of  the  university.  The  completion  of 
Sanger  Hall  111  and  the  addition  to  the  Tompkins-McCaw 
Librar\'  in  the  spring  of  1974  provided  urgently  needed  space 
and  facilities  for  the  education  and  research  programs  at 
MCV.  These  two  projects  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $11,600,000 
(2/3  NIH,  1/3.  state  funds)  included  $700,000  for  movable 
equipment.  This  money,  along  with  funds  from  the  MCV 
Foundation,  institutional  grants,  and  research  grants,  has 
provided  many  items  of  expensive  research  equipment  that 
was  not  previously  available  to  our  faculty.  Most  of  the  space 
in  Sanger  Hall  111  was  allocated  to  the  School  of  Basic  Sci- 
ences. However,  additional  office  and  research  laboratory' 
space  were  provided  for  the  Department  of  Internal  Medi- 
cine and  for  the  Department  of  Radiology  by  this  construc- 
tion. It  might  be  said  that,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
MCV,  the  basic  science  departments  have  reasonabK'  ade- 
quate office,  teaching,  and  research  space  to  meet  their  com- 
mitments to  the  many  programs  they  serve. 

Basic  Science  Departments 

Most  of  the  credit  for  the  development  of  these  improved 
educational  and  research  programs  must  go  to  the  depart- 
ment chairmen  and  the  outstanding  faculty  they  have  re- 
cruited and  developed.  The  Dean  s  office  and  the  indi\idual 
departments,  with  their  chairmen,  are  presented  as  follo\\s: 

Dean's  Office 

The  administrative  staff  consists  of  the  dean,  assistant 
dean,  and  three  secretaries.  This  staff  has  been  deliberately 
kept  small  since  we  believe  that  most  administrative  func- 
tions, including  recruiting  personnel,  purchasing,  research, 
and  teaching,  can  best  be  administered  at  the  departmental 
level.  Daniel  T.  Watts,  Dean,  School  of  Basic  Sciences,  re- 
ceived the  B.S.  degree  from  Elon  College,  the  Ph.D.  degree

from  Duke  University  in  1942.  He  served  as  a  commissioned 
officer  in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II  wfiere  he  was 
engaged  in  aeromedical  research.  He  joined  the  faculty  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  in  1947  as  an  assistant  professor  of 
pharmacolog)'.  In  1953,  he  was  appointed  professor  and 
chairman,  Department  of  Pharmacology,  at  West  Virginia 
University  Medical  Center  and  served  in  this  role  until  he 
came  to  MCV  in  1966  as  Dean  of  the  School  of  Basic  Sci- 
ences. Dean  Watts'  research  has  been  in  the  areas  of  respi- 
ratory physiology,  human  tolerance  to  acceleration,  and 
cardiovascular  and  autonomic  pharmacology.  Dr.  Charles  C. 
Clayton,  Assistant  Dean,  received  the  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  de- 
grees from  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  He  joined  the  De- 
partment of  Biochemistry  at  MCV  in  1949  and  has  been  a 
member  of  the  faculty  since  that  time.  Dr.  Clayton's  research 
has  been  in  the  area  of  nutrition  and  carcinogenesis.  He 
continues  to  give  man\'  of  the  lectures  in  nutrition  to  the 
students  in  medicine,  dentistry,  and  the  other  health  profes- 
sions. 

Department  of  Anatomy 

William  P.  Jollie,  professor  and  chairman,  received  the 
B.S.  and  M.S.  degrees  from  Lehigh  Universit\',  the  Ph.D. 
degree  from  Harvard  University  in  1959.  He  rose  through  the

ranks  from  assistant  professor  to  professor  of  anatomy  at 
Tulane  University  School  of  Medicine  between  1961  and 
1969.  He  then  joined  our  faculty  as  professor  and  chairman  of 
anatomy.  Dr.  Jollies  research  expertise  is  in  female  reproduc- 
tive anatomy  and  endocrinology.  The  Department  maintains 
an  outstanding  educational  program  for  approximately  650 
health  professional  students  and  is  considered  one  of  our  best 
"teaching  departments.  "  Other  professors  in  the  Department 
are  Juan  A.  Astruc  (neuroanatomy);  Jack  D.  Burke  (cell  biol- 
ogy and  excretion);  Louise  Odor  (reproductive  biology);  and 
Hugo  Seibel  (gross  anatomy).

Lynn  D.  Abbott,  Jr.,  retired  in  June,  1976,  after  36  years  in 
the  Department  of  Biochemistry,  the  last  16  years  as  chair- 
man. Edwin  S.  Higgins,  B.A.,  Alfred  University  and  the 
Ph.D.  degree  from  Syracuse  University,  1956,  (enzymology) 
is  now  acting  chairman.  The  other  professors  in  the  Depart- 
ment are  William  Banks  (amino  acid  metabolism),  who  also 
serves  as  codirector  of  the  Cancer  Center,  and  Joseph  P. 
Liberti  (endocrinology),  who  holds  an  NIH  Career  Develop- 
ment Award.

From  1958  to  1966,  he  was  a  research  pharmacologist  with 
Sterling  Winthrop  Research  Institute.  In  1966,  he  joined  the 
faculty  of  the  School  of  Medicine,  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina, as  associate  professor  and  was  promoted  to  professor  in 
1970.  He  assumed  his  present  position  at  MCV  in  1972.  Dr. 
Harris  is  a  national  and  international  authority  on  drug  abuse 
and  narcotic  antagonists.  He  serves  on  a  number  of  national 
committees,  including  the  President's  Biomedical  Research 
Panel.

Department  of  Physiology 

Dr.  F.  Norman  Briggs,  professor  and  chairman,  received 
the  B.A.,  M.A.,  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  University  of 
California.  After  postdoctoral  study  at  Harvard  University, 
he  was  an  assistant  and  associate  professor  of  physiology  at 
Tufts  University  School  of  Medicine  from  1958  through  1961. 
He  was  professor  of  physiology  at  the  University  of  Pitts- 
burgh School  of  Medicine  from  1961  to  1971,  when  he  as- 
sumed his  present  position  at  MCV.  Dr.  Briggs  is  a  widely- 
recognized  authority  in  cardiovascular  physiology.  He  has 
served  on  several  NIH  and  national  committees  and  was  an 
NIH  Career  Research  awardee  while  at  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh.  Alex  Fabiato,  M.D.  (professor),  Michael  Hess, 
M.D.  (associate  professor),  and  Margaret  Biber,  Ph.D.  (asso- 
ciate professor),  hold  Career  Development  Awards  from  the 
American  Heart  Association.  These  faculty  members,  plus 
several  others,  give  this  Department  one  of  the  outstanding 
cardiovascular  research  groups  in  the  country.

1914  Olivia  DriscoU  Flannagan  (N)  died  on 
August  23,  in  Fairfax  Hospital,  Falls 
Church,  Virginia,  after  a  brief  illness.  \4rs. 
Flannagan  nursed  for  fifty  years,  most  of 
which  time  was  spent  doing  private  dut\'.  In 
1941  she  was  doing  general  duty  for  S2.10 
per  diem.  She  saw  man\'  changes  take  place 
in  medicine  but  always  thought  the  "real 
nurse"  was  the  bedside  nurse.  She  remem- 
bered old  Chris  Baker,  the  grave  robber 
who  was  paroled  to  the  MCV  grounds,  never 
leaving  them  She  used  to  bring  him  ice 
cream  cones.
